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The names of Meteorological observers are given in the first table under 
that head. 


ARCHAEOLOGY. 


During the past year further finds of flint implements have been 
made in the Clun Region : a stone celt has come to light at Garmston, 
near Leighton : another, found many years ago at Petton, has been 
presented to Shrewsbury Museum, which has also received perforated 
stone axe-hammers from Condover, Morfe, Pulverbatch, Prees, and 
Ratlinghope. The three bronze implements found in the Edgebold 
Brickyard have been placed on loan in the Museum. 


The Hoarstone on Knockin Heath was marked on the old 
l-inch O.S. map at the angle of the parish boundaries of Great Ness 
and Knockin, just west of that of Ruyton-X1I-Towms where it follows 
the Holyhead road: search revealed it, almost covered by sand and 
vegetation, in the north hedge of Hoarstone Lane. 


400 yards S.E. of this is a circular mound, capped by fir trees, 
standing above the east side of the Holyhead road; this is probably 
a round barrow, which gave the name of Low Bank to the finest view- 
point in the immediate locality. 


Another round barrow is reported from Brompton, near Church- 
stoke, N.W. of the Mount and W. of Offa’s Dyke. 


The round barrows on the Longmynd and numerous other 
local antiquities have been scheduled by the Ancient Monuments 
Board of the Office of Works. 


The most important archeological activity recently undertaken 
in Shropshire is the excavation of Bury Walls, Hawkstone, under the 
auspices of our Roman Roads Committee, where the foundation of a 
large sandstone building is being uncovered on the highest part of the 
area ; the report of Mr. E. W. Bowcock, who is in charge of operations, 
will be eagerly awaited. 


Air photographs of part of the district N. of Shrewsbury, com~ 
prising Grinshill, Hadnall, Astley, Moreton Corbet, and Shawbury, 
have revealed or confirmed the line of the Roman road from Viroconium 
to Deva between a point north of and extending to Drury Lane, by 
way of Poynton Grange, Shawbury, Moreton Corbet, and west of Har- 
court Mill as far as the edge of Moston Pool, an area drained in 1812, 
when its extension and 2 Roman milestones were discovered. 


Pottery and tiles found during road-widening operations through 
the rectangular earthwork at Walltown, near Cleobury Mortimer 
have established its Roman origin and occupation: this record is 
due to our member, the late Mr. T. C. Cantril, B.Se., F.G.S. 


Roman coins are reported from the Hurst, near Clun (Domitian 
81-96 A.D.— and from a ditch between the Moston-Hodnet road and 
Hine Heath (Maximinus II. Daza, 308-13 A.D.). 


Four miles of Watling Street in Stretton Dale will probably 
be covered or destroyed by the projected Stretton bye-pass road. 
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Besides much evidence for development in the cultivation 
of the area surveyed, the air photographs show the fields and lost 
roads leading to the Domesday settlement of Achetone in Acton 
Reynald Park, 


To the early castle sites of the motte-and-bailey type should be 
added one in the bend of the Roden at the north end of Castle Rough, 
east of Lee Brockhurst, revealed by this survey; also Castle Hill, 
Adderley, and Bryn-y-Castell, Gobowen, which are not at present 
indicated as antiquities on the Ordnance Maps. 


Acton Burnell Castle has been handed over to H.M. Office of 
Works, and steps are being taken for its preservation, Work under 
the same Department continues at Buildwas Abbey. 


Much Wenlock spire bas been taken down and will be missed 
as a landmark, but its weight was cracking the tower, which was never 
intended to carry a spire : ‘this was not added till about 1726, a re- 
markably late date for such an erection. 


Reference was made to the fate of Lloyd’s Mansion and of the 
-old Headmaster’s House, Shrewsbury, also to the proposed widening 
of Tern Bridge. The demolition of old houses in Hill’s Lane was 
-regretted.

Thanks are due to Miss E, R. Lloyd Assia Mr. H. E. 
Forrest, Dr. M. Gepp, and Messrs, H. Hyde and George Potts (Benthall), 
for various notes and records, Although Shropshire has been on the 
whole weil worked so far as the Phanerogamic flora is concerned, yet 
there are still districts where further investigation would be repaid. 
Then it must be remembered that a flora is never static but is subject 
to constant change, and so however well a particular region may have 
been studied, it is desirable to recollect that there is always scope for 
observation, Quite apart from data as to the composition and 
distribution of Salopian flora there is a wide field for any careful 
observer who can extend our knowledge in many directions. There 
are problems in connection with every species which call for elucida- 
tion, Notes and observations on dates of leafing, flowering and fruiting 
are lacking for the majority of Shropshire Flowering Plants. First- 
hand data relating to pollation, floral visitors, parasites, seed dispersal, 
germination and other facts afford a fertile field here. 


It will be seen that there is still ample scope for work in various 
directions, and we venture to reiterate our previous appeal that it is 
to be hoped there may be some active workers and especially amongst 
the Club’s junior members who may respond.

ZOOLOGY. 


The past year was notable for the occurrence of the Hawksbill 
Turtle on the Merioneth coast; only the fourth recorded in British 
waters. 

A Polecat was trapped at Munslow: no Shropshire example 
having been recorded for the last 30 years. In Western Wales this 
animal has greatly increased lately; 66 were killed at Aberdovey 
between July and December, and 40 in a year in Llandovery district, 
The American Grey Squirrel has reached Shropshire, several having 
been obtained or seen in the Bridgnorth district. 

Among the rarer birds noted in Shropshire were an Eagle 
(probably the White-tailed) at Munslow; Curlew-Sandpiper near 
Oswestry—third record; Red-throated Diver and Fork-tailed Petre} 
at Bridgnorth ; several Grey Phalaropes on the Teme, near Knighton ; 
Common Tern, Lesser Black-backed Gull, and Marsh Warbler seen and 
watched at Eaton Constantine—the last-named only second record for 
the county. Redshanks are increasingly nesting in the Tern valley 
and Atcham; and a pair of Tufted Duck reared a brood on Betton 
Pool. Nightingales took up quarters at Wroxeter and Lea Cross 
both unusual localities, but on the whole there were fewer than of late 
years. There was a distinct influx of Crossbills in mid-July, and these 
were in addition to the numbers which came in the previous year’s 
invasion, many of which still remained in this country. 

On the whole migrants were normal in times of arrival and 
departure, but a few Swallows were noted in scattered localities as 
early as the 2nd and 6th April; while Fieldfares lingered till the end 
of April, and Swifts till August 25th. 

The Little Owl continues to increase and extend its range in 
Shropshire and North Wales. 

Amongst Welsh records are notes of the Reed Warbler nesting 
at Talsarnau; Black Grouse seen on Plynlymon; Lesser Spotted 
Woodpecker at Abergele, Towyn and Aberystwyth; Tree Sparrow 
nesting at Knighton; Red-backed Shrike in several parts of Merioneth, 
and a Richardson’s Skua seen at Aberdovey.

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METEOROLOGY. 


I have no losses to record among observers during the 
year except the closing of the station in Abbey Foregate, 
Shrewsbury, from which a few months’ observations were 
included in the report for 1929. No new observers have been 
secured. But I am very glad again to acknowledge the full 
and valuable reports sent in from Harper Adams College by 
the courtesy of Dr. C. Crowther, the Principal, and from the 
Shrewsbury Isolation Hospital station, by the kindness of 
the Superintendent, Dr. A. D. Symons. 

The weather of 1980 was a moderate success, with no 
very marked or exceptional features. The rainfall was 
considerably above the average everywhere, January and July 
showing excess, and the four last months of the year giving, 
as to most observers’ stations, some 40 per cent. of the year’s 
total, Of the winter months January was warm and wet, 
February cold and dry, and March wet and cold, with frost 
of exceptional intensity on the 20th, when a minimum of 
3° Fahr. was recorded in the screen at Harper Adams College, 
and a phenomenal record of 6 degrees below zero on the 
grass, or 38 degrees of frost. There was little snow early or 
late in the year. As to the summer, June gave a genial warm 
spell early in the month, July was cool and wet, and August 
variable with a short heat wave during the last week. Tem- 
peratures of 87 degrees were common with one or two higher 
records, but the heat experienced was less intense than in the 
south of the country. The year generally appears to have 
been unfavourable to fruit crops, and potatoes suffered from 
the wet. Grass crops were heavy and good, while cereals 
are reported as generally below average, and roots about 
average.

Alderman E.. Griffiths, Bishop's Castle, an observer for over 
50 years, notes as features of the year, that the rainfall 
totalled 40.87 inches, his average for the 20 years 1910-29 
having been 31.00 inches. March was unusually foggy. 
In June, in a thunderstorm on the 18th, 0.68 ins. of rain fell 
in 20 minutes. On July LOth a Solar halo was seen at 12-35 
p.m., and following it on the 13th a comparative drought was 
broken up, with good rains on 16 days of the rest of this 
month. He notes also the equable rainfall in each of the 
four last months of the year. (This may be noted also in 
most of the observers’ returns in Table 2). 


NOTES ON THE WEATHER AS AFFECTING CROPS, 
ETC. 


My. G. T. Watson, Burwarion Hall Gardens. —All kinds of 
fruit trees blossomed profusely, but owing to a long 
spell of cold, wet weather, experienced during the time 
they were opening their flowers, the crops were very light. 
The same applies to the late crops in the kitchen garden, 
especially with peas—plenty of blossom, but owing to 
the lack of sunshine did not come to maturity. 


E. Griffiths, Bishop's Castle—Fruit crops generally good. 


Major W. H. B. Whitaker, Totterton Hall,—-Poor fruit year. 
Heavy hay crops but a good deal damaged by rain. 


EL. Compton, Esq., Oswestyy—The continuously wet autumn 
seriously affected school garden work both with regard 
to gathering crops, and also preparation of ground for 
next season. : 


J. A. Narraway, Esq., Dorrington School.—The rainfall during 
the last six months of the year caused a good many 
potato crops to go bad, especially on stiff land. 
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T. F. Chard, Esq., Shifnal.—The weather was favourable to 
the following fruits: strawberries, currants, apples, 
pears and plums, excellent crops being gathered. 


The following notes, received from the Harper Adams 
College, through the kind courtesy of the Principal, Dr. 
C. Crowther, are supplied by H. E. F. Maddrell, Esq., meteor- 
ological observer and crop recorder at the College, and are 
of special value and interest as giving an authoritative review 
of the year’s weather as regards agriculture in the County. 


CEREALS— 


Drilling of spring cereals was held up in March by wet 
and cold weather until the last week of the month. 
Winter cereals were a poor colour in March and April 
owing to leaching of Nitrogen from the soil due to the 
abnormal rainfall. The dry and hot June resulted in 
many spring cereal crops being short in the straw, while 
unduly favouring the growth of the undersown seeds, 
which in places at harvest was as high as the covering 
cereal crop, Harvesting of cereals was carried out 
mainly during the fine periods, the 25th to the 29th 
of August—a short heat wave—the Ist to the 8th 
September, and the end of September and beginning of 
October, abnormal rain between these times making 
harvesting difficult. Winter wheat gave disappointing 
yields. Yields of oats average to low, and a great deal 
laid by the wet ; and difficult to harvest, with abnormal 
growth of seeds. Barley average to low yield. 


ROOTS— 


The drilling of root crops was made very late by the 
wet weather, only a small proportion of root land being , 
sown before the 29th of April, and that on the lighter 
soils. From the 29th of April to the 5th May root 
sowing was pushed ahead under favourable conditions. 
Tilth on heavier soils difficult to obtain. June was 
very favourable for hoeing and cleaning root crops. 
Sugar Beet during this period got away well. Mangolds 
on the other hand made a slow start and suffered from 
mangold fly and irregular germination. Swedes sown in 
early June did not germinate till heavy rain of the 30th. 
A bad attack of flea beetle on swede crops was reported, 
and second and even third sowings were resorted to. 
The wet July was favourable for root crops, although 
hoeing and cleaning was difficult. All root crops con- 
tinued to grow well up till the time of lifting.. Mangolds 
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were an average crop. Sugar Beet gave an average 
yield but were low in sugar content. Swedes were an 
average crop. 


GRASS— 


Weather conditions generally during the season were 
excellent for the growth of grass, and many farmers 
were unable to cope with the increased bulk owing to 
the favourable conditions for its growth. Excellent 
crops of both seeds and meadow hay were cut in June 
and up to the 10th of July under good conditions. After 
that time much uncarried hay was spoilt by the wet 
weather. During the short dry periods of August and 
September more hay was cut and carried, and many 
excellent crops of aftermath secured.
